Abolition of speed laws and strict 


enforcement of laws curbing reckless 
driving are urged by several Appleton 
men as a means of eliminating high- 
way accidents. 
They believe speed 


laws are all wrong, but contend that 
drivers should be carefully checked up 
when they disregard the rights of 
others on the roads. 


If there is any kind of a "Speed law" 


it should be one establishing a mini- 
mum rate of travel on certain high- 
ways they say. That is, a. motorist 
going five miles an hour at a certain 
point would be liable to arrest. 


And, 
they emphasize, speed isn't 


necessarily a component part of reck- 
less driving. 
On a clear, wide high-

As a boy he had 
a minia'ture printing press as a toy. When 
fourteen years of age he edited a school 
paper, and at sixteen he was a reporter 
and magazine writer. 


Northcliffe was sure to be successful, 


at least in professional rosultfulness, from 
the beginning, as he chose his calling for 
which, as he said, he had predilection, and 
for which his early inclinations and ex- 
periences showed that he had qualifica- 
tions. He selected the avocation which he 
liked and for which he was fitted. 


The second outstanding example was 


his insatiable desire to have and control 
a newspaper of his own. He had faith 
in himself, as well as in his profession.

The Half-Portion Mistake 


One of the 135 stock questions I am called up- 


on to answer many times every day for corres- 
pondents is "What is good for constipation in in- 
fancy?" 
Now and then the mother putting such 


a question mentions the age of the 
baby 
and 


tells what the baby has been fed. Very few. how- 
ever, think that such information is necessary for 
a health expert who is to give advice about the 
prevention of such trouble. 


I have expatiated copiously on inadequate'feed 


ing, I have, true to calling, injured my own busi-' 
ness by descanting here on "cheat foods," and I 
have, said everything I could think 
of 
except 


swear words about the shameful practice of keep 
ing infants on inadequate rations. Constipation in 
infants is one of the least of the evil results of 
half-portion feeding practices, but it is a result 
which is so abnormally magnified in the eyes of 
mothers that I seize upon it as a subject for to- 
day's diatribe. If my impetuosity in condemning 
dead stuff for infant feeding has cost me some- 
thing, there's consolation in the knowledge that 
on many a day when seemly subjects for a dis- 
course refused to turn up, a half-nourished baby 
has come to my rescue. 


So many, many unenlightened mothers 
find 


some feeding formula -which "agrees" and then 
keep feeding that formula indefinitely, as tho the 
fact that it "agrees" were sufficient evidence that 
it properly nourishes the baby. So many observe 
a tendency toward obesity in the baby receiving 
an excess of starch and sugar in his food, and 
imagine that chubbmess or fat indicates adequate 
feeding. 
And so many adopt a feeding formula, 


say diluted or modified milk or dead 
stuff 
for 


months and months, wondering why the baby is 
so constipated. 
A mother today mentions that 


she has had to give her 6 months old baby so 
much castor oil and senna, yet he is even more 
constipated than ever, then she goes on to tell 
how she feeds him one part of milk diluted with 
three parts of water. Think of it—one-fourth ra- 
tions. A baby of 6 months ought to be taking his 
milk nearly if not quite undiluted. He ought to 
be fed daily, in addition, a few spoonfuls of any 
fresh fruit juice, a few spoonfuls of thin cereal 
gruel cooked not less than two hours, 
a few 


spoonfuls of any 
vegetable well 
cooked 
and 


strained thru a sieve. 
Two or three times each 


week a 6 months old infant should have some 
fresh meat broth or meat gravy with his vege 
table or his cereal. These foods are essential for 
the proper development of the digestive functions 
and "for the normal nutrition and growth of the 
baby. There may be a few feeble or sick infants 
who cannot take such things, but the average 
normal baby needs something more substantial 
than diluted milk. The family physician should 
supervise the feeding of the abnormal or sick in- 
fant. 
Constipation is much less harmful to a baby 


than is castor oil or senna or any other purga 
live. 


If civilized mothers knew as much about in- 


fant feeding as savage mothers and the animals 
know, constipation in infancy would be a rare oc- 
currence.

.ong does it take to complete the immunization 
of a person against typhoid fever with this treat-

Answer—It is safe and causes no more seri-

n a few cases, following the first of the series of 
hypodermic injections. Uusually one injection is 
administered each week, until three have been 
given. Probably full immunity is not established 
until a few weeks after the completion of 
the 


treatment. Canc^ Not Communicable 


My uncle, living with us, has cancer under the 


tongue. Is there any danger of any of us catch- 
ing it 
?—(Mrs. M. M.) 


Answer—No. 
Cancer is not catching. Just ex- 


ercise the ordinary cleanliness you would to avoid 
ordinary infection. 


Tuberculous Fellow Worker 


A B. and C work in the same office, in succes- 


sive tricks of duty each day. All use the same 
pencils, books, drinking- cup, etc. C has tuber- 
culosis and has had several hemorrhages. Is there 
any risk of infection of A or B?—(G. L. R.) 


Answer—If A or- B takes a pencil from C and 


thoughtlessly puts the point in his mouth, he may 
contract tuberculosis 
If the drinking cup is kept 


indoors, A ar>d B run a fair to middling chance of 
contracting tuberculosis by drinking from it, that 
is, if C drinks from it also. "Working -with C, in 
ths same office exposes A or B to possible infec- 
tion, but not so, using the office after C has left. 


Ice Cream in Container 


Please tell me whether ice cream carried for 24 


hours in a vacuum bottle is safe to feed to chil- 
dren —(E. S ) 


Answer—As safe as any other food similarly 


carried.

FLEXIBLE FEATURE OF TARIFF 


BILL DISCUSSED 


The flexible section inserted in the 


tariff bill by the Senate has aroused 
much discussion in the papers of the 
country. 
There is a suggestion in 


many quarters that this provision, at 
least, is unconstitutional. Inasmuch 
as it is argued Congress has no right 
lo delegate its power to another body. 


However there also is a disposition 


on the part of many editors to greet 
the action as a step in the right direc- 
tion. Carried to completeness, it is 
argued, it will take the entire tariff 
question out of congress and allow 
it to b* settled entirely from the stand- 
point of protecting struggling Ameri- 
can industries while, at 
the 
same 


time, failing to allow a certain 
class 


of importers and manufacturers to 
make enormous profits. 


"Even viewed in its- most favorable 


light the plan is of doubtful political 
expediency." according to the Indian- 
apolis NEWS, and.). 
"The greater 


part of the difficulties In regard to tar- 
iff disturbances could be avoided if 
Congress could realize that the tar- 
iff could be amended without revising 
the whole act from allpha to omega. 
The revision madness grows out of 
purely partisan tariffs." In consider- 
ing the present section the Newark 
NEWS (Ind.), suggests that 
"before 


flexibility 
read emergency," and ;• 


points out that 'flexibility as it now 
stands in the bill is a strictly party 
measure. Limited though the term be 
for ita use, giving the President the 
right to make fifty per cent changes 
up and down is too vast a power to 
delegate, and, without regard to tne 
personality of the incumbent, the Ex- 
ecutive is tha wrong repository of any 
such power.

The "idea of flexibility in the 


tariff is desirable If properly execut 
ed," in the view of the Nsw

EVENING WORLD, (Ind. Dem.), but 
the present is wrong, it says because 
"to take the tariff out of politics and 
make it scientifically flexible would 
require a non-partisan board of ex- 
perts free from executive and legisla^ 
tive pressure. Unfortunately this sort 
of tariff policy .In -widely at variance 
with what President Harding recom 
mends."

have been strained of lata.
